County was to climb Mt. Las­ 
sen In a party led by Major 
Pler9on Reading,the first white 
woman to do so. Major Read­ 
ing named Lake Helen for her. 
A number of her paintings and 


sketches are of the Lassen area. 
Mrs. Brodt was a producing 
artist all her life and many of 
her works are still exhibited. 
Her paintings hang in the Ban­ 
croft Library, the Society of 
California Pioneers, the Cali­ 
fornia Historical Society, the 
Library of Education at Stan­ 
ford University and the Oakland 
Art Museum to name a few.

Talking in millions seems to 


be commonplace these days of 
billion dollar government and 
business.

xgriculture. "What happens to 
all of the money given to the 
university for agriculture?" is 
a question often asked and J.B. 
Kendrick Jr., vice president 
for Agricultural Sciences, at- 
tempts to answer it in his an- 
nual report on 1967-68 opera- 
tions of the Division of Agri- 
cultural Sciences. 
Reviewing the university re- 


port, the area of agricultural 
research 
funds, where they 


come from and where they are 
expended, clearly shows that 
"agricultural research" cov- 
ers a wide spectrum of projects. 
The funds to support research 
come from three sources: State 
- 61.6%; Federal — 30.3%; and 
nontax sources — 8.1%. 


Vice President Kendrick sayc; 
"The problems of agriculture, 
the problems of making best use 
of California's and the nation's 
renewable 
natural resources 


for the benefit of all people, 
may be fitted to nine general 
areas." These are: (1) re- 
source conservation and use; 
(2) protection of forests, crops 
and livestock; (3) efficient pro- 
duction of farm and forest pro- 
ducts; (4) product development 
and product quality; (5)market- 
ing efficiency; (6) expansion of 
export mai'.;?ts and assistance 
to developing countries; (7)con- 
^umer 
health, nutrition and 


well-being; (8) raising the lev- 
el of living of rural people; 
(9) improving community ser- 
vices and the environment. 


Trying to group the research 


activities of the university in 
nine areas is indeed difficult. 
The overlapping, the variables, 
the omissions are obvious but 
the grouping do»s serve to point 
out that even though the monies 
appropriated may be in the 
name 
of "agricultural 
re- 


search" the projects cover a 
much broader spectrum. 


The oiiversity research pro- 
gram has over the many years 
done an outstanding job in build- 
ing and developing California's 
agriculture. The broadening of 
project areas has, in addition, 
materially benefited all of the 
people of California. Kendrick 
summed this up when he said: 
"Gathering the information for 
the report indicated to us the 
wide-spread nature of our in- 
volvement in the problems of 
nearly every man, woman and 
child in California.'' 


The University of California 
is a colossal organization serv- 
ing our state.

In addition to their effect

Regular inspections of dairy 
herds and dairy products will 
be conducted to be sure the 
disease doesn't crop up again. 
This could happen, Vanderwa- 
gen said, because California 
imports about two million head 
of cattle a year. 
Brucellosis, also known as 
Bangs disease, could ruin a 
successful dairy operation in a 
short time because it deals a 
double blow. 
An outbreak shows up first as 
what Vanderwagen described as 
an "abortion storm," in which 
heifers lose their unborn cal- 
ves. And following the abortion, 
the heifer's milk production Is 
reduced by about 22 per cent.

Although the cow can over- 
come the symptoms of the di- 
sease, she remains a carrier 
and can spread the disease 
throughout the herd. 


In humans, the disease Is 


known as undulant fever or Mal - 
ta fever with symptoms similar 
to a bad case of the flu; a high 
fever, chills, general weakness, 
exhaustion after little effort and 
pain in the muscles and joints.

"Gathering the information for 
the report Indicated to us the 
wide-spread nature of our in­ 
volvement In the problems of 
nearly every man, woman and 
child In California."

But the subsidy limit faces 
difficulty In the Senate where 
Republican Leader Everett M. 
Dlrksen forecast strong opposi­ 
tion. A similar House —passed 
ceiling died last year when the 
Senate refused to consider It. 
The limit was attached to the 
appropriations bill Tuesday by a 
224-142 roll-call vote. The bill 
was approved 321 to 50. 
The sponsors of the subsidy 
limit, 
Republicans Silvio O. 
Conte 
of Massachusetts and 
Paul Findley of Illinois, argued 
that 1967 subsidy payments In 
excess of $1 million each went 
to five big farm operators and 
another 388 received In excess 
of $100,000 each. 
Stunned by House action Mon­ 
day in tentatively noting the li­ 
mitation, 
legislative liaison 
men from the White House and 
Agriculture 
Department 
had 
streamed to Capitol H1U, hoping 
to persuade the House to re ­ 
verse itself. 
And Republican congression­ 
al leaders emerged from a 
White House meeting Tuesday 
morning with President Nixon 
and Agriculture Secretary Clif­ 
ford L. Hardin, warning that the 
limitation would cost the gov- 
er"ment an additional $160 m il­ 
lion or more each year. 
But jubilant backers of the 
limitation, their forces swelled 
by return of many urban liberals 
who had been absent Monday, 


scoffed at the Administration 
warning.

subsidies, Conte told the House, 
Administration forces will now 
seek to persuade the Senate to

Free Of Brucellosis 


Herbicide Test 
Plot Leased 


U. S, Bureau of Reclamation 
Regional Director Robert J. 
Pafford Jr., today announced the 
lease of a 50-acre plot of land 
on the bureau’s Klamath Proj­ 
ect to the University of Califor­ 
nia 
for 
agricultural experi­ 
ments. 
Tests of herbicides and water 
requirement studies for various 
crops are anticipated. 
The land will be usedtoextend 
the program of the university’s 
agricultural experimental sta­ 
tion, near Tulelake, California, 
which now suffers from a lack 
of space. New strains to the area 
of such crops as barley, oats, 
sorghum, milo and potatoes will 
be tested for adaptability to the 
Northern -Southern Oregon cli­ 
mate of the Klamath Project 
and resistance to attack by nem­ 
atodes. 


SACRAMENTO (AP)-San Joa­ 
quin County on Wednesday be­ 
came the last county In the state 
to be declared free of the di­ 
sease brucellosis. 
" I’ve Just about worked my­ 
self out of a job," joked Dr. 
Lawrence C. Vanderwagen, the 
man in charge of the brucello­ 
sis eradication program In the 
Agriculture Department's bur­ 
eau of animal health. 
But he explained that the state- 
federal 
program won’t stop 
completely 
now 
that It has 
reached this milestone. 
Regular inspections of dairy 
herds and dairy products will 
be conducted to be sure the 
disease doesn't crop up again. 
This could happen, Vanderwa­ 
gen said, because California 
imports about two million head 
of cattle a year. 
Brucellosis, also known as 
Bangs disease, could ruin a 
successful dairy operation in a 
short time because it deals a 
double blow. 
An outbreak shows up first as 
what Vanderwagen described as 
an "abortion storm ," In which 
heifers lose their unborn cal­ 
ves. And following the abortion, 
the heifer’s milk production is 
reduced by about 22 per cent. 


he said. 
Although the cow can over­ 
come the symptoms of the di­ 
sease, she remains a carrier 
and can spread the disease 
throughout the herd. 
In 
humans, the disease Is 
known as undulant fever or Mal­ 
ta fever with symptoms similar 
to a bad case of the flu: a high 
fever, chills, general weakness, 
exhaustion after little effort and 
pain In the muscles and joints. 
"It's not a pleasant exper­ 
ience," said Vanderwagen, who 
caught the disease just as he 
was graduating from college. 
Nowadays only about a dozen 
cases of undulant fever are 
reported 
In California each 
year, he said. In the 194Cs 
the state had 200 to 300 cases 
each year. 
Brucellosis 
eradication pro­ 
grams began in the late 1940s 
with the vaccination of aUdairy 
heifers. In 1956 federal regula­ 
tions required that cattle cross - 
ing state lines had to be test­ 
ed and products had tr. be frum 
tested herds. 
In 1957 the first control areas 
were set ig> in California and, 
by late 1962, only a small por­ 
tion of the cattle In the state 
had the disease.

Last week-end George Souza and I spent some time rod bending 


on a favorite river in Oregon. First day was fine but the rest was 
very windy. Top fish taken was 23" i alnbow on a Golden Stone 
nymph. The scenery and mountain air was magnificent. H makes 
one hate to return to the every day labor again. Last Monday 
morning, I was wading to shore in a rather cold river and not 
paying mucn attention to my footing, I took an un-planned swim 
after stumbling over a submerged log. Boy, what an experience 
and to top it off, as I walked to shore, an elderly gentleman 
carrying a rather heavy Fenwick spinning rod, proceededto ask 
me why the fishing was not so good. All I could answer with my 
teeth chattering was that I had just taken a swim and possibly 
same had spooked the fish. He walked off downstream scratch- 
ing his head while I headed the other way for dry clothing. 


SALMON—It's hard to believe that there are still so many sal- 


mon going through the ladders. Some are being caught in the slow- 
er eddies and holes closer to shore both below the dam and around 
Ball* Ferry. There is much too much water being released 
however from Keswlck. 


SHAD—The shad angling is getting in full swing in the Yuba 


and feather rivers. If you don't have a specific spot to go to, 
just follow the crowds and that will lead you to some fine action. 
Probably one of the most convenient areas to fish this week-end 
is in the Vance and Palm Avenue sections of the Feather River 
east of Gridley or at East Biggs. Here you will find probably the 
best action. Upstream hi our area as I mentioned before, the wa- 
ter is mighty high. At Woodson Bridge they are taking lots of Shad 
mostly small males which indicate the start of the heavy run. Be- 
low the Red Bluff diversion dam they are just starting to show. 
1 went out the other night and took one 3 pound fish using the 
fluorescent yellow Gridley Shad Fly.

Evidence O f Our Changing Times 


THE CONQUESTS OF TIME — The old photograph of the telephone company, top, certainly 
testifies to the activities of Father Time. In 1911, when the picture was made, telephone com­ 
munication was not altogether new. Nevertheless, it was archaic by today’s standards. The 
Rod Bluff station in those days was manned probably by no fewer than the people seen in the 
picture, and the physical extent of the plant did not include much more, either. Today, inside 
the walls of Red Bluff’s telephone headquarters is a monument to the technical accomplish­ 
ments of mankind. Equipment that used to keep five or six employes busy now requires a hund­ 
red persons; equipment running around the clock, keeping men on call 24 hours a day and 
operators going all night. What once used to be a slow, often inaccurate process is now a 
streamlined system of perfection. Only a few calls per day were handled back in 1911; now 
the daily count soars to 35,000. The equipment is so complex and the number of telephone 
transactions so d4/erse tnat a highly qualified staff of business personnel, switchmen, in­ 
stallers and maintenance men are on their toes constantly meeting the responsibility of main­ 
taining a perfect working order. Telephone operators pictured left, work in various shifts 24 
hours of the day, and the sophisticated equipment pictured directly above ensures quick tele­ 
phone cont icts and above all accuracy. The entire operation is dependent upon the exact co­ 
ordination of the machinery and the people who do their job well.

We’ve had a first album re» 
cently from Roslyn Kind, Bar* 
bra Streisand’s younger half* 
sister. Now we* re hearing from 
Aretha Franklin’s younger sis* 
ter and Dionne Warwick’s. Miss 
Kind is making an effort to sing 
in the rock-oriented field, en­ 
tirely different from her sis* 
te r’s dirges and ballads. The 
younger Misses Franklin and 
Warwick aren’t making such a 
big switch in material, so they 
sound more like their older 
sisters. 
Carolyn Franklin’s debut aL 
bum is "Baby Dynamite!’’ on 
RCA. A belter, she sounds a 
good deal like Aretha when 
she’s singing soul. "It’s True 
I’m Gonna Miss You** Carolyn 
does wailing high. She sounds 
younger than Aretha, and does* 
n’t lose herself in the lyric 
as much. "What Now My Love” 
is impassioned, as it should be, 
and often isn’t. "There I Go,’’ 
which is sad, shows a very good 
voice. 
Even though Carolyn Franklin 
sings loud, the accompaniment 
is too loud on this album, some­ 
times covering her voice. 
Carolyn, 25, majored in mus­ 
ic at the University of Southern 
California, sang in the Baptist 
Church choir with her sisters 
Aretha and Erma and has traw 
eled as leader of Aretha’s back* 
ground singers. 
Dee Dee Warwick has record 
ed before. "Foolish Fool*’ on 
Mercury is her new LP. She and 
Dionne Varwick also started 
singing in church choirs and 
paid dues in backup groups. 
On this album, she sings "Al* 
fie,” which was a hit for Dionne; 
Dee Dee sounds a lot like her 
singing it. 
The title song and two more 
are by Ed Townsend, one-time 
rhythm *n’ blues singer. Maybe 
he’ll be for Dee Dee what Bert 
Bacharach and Hal David are 
for Dionne; his songs are good 
ones. 
On "Foolish Fool,” Dee Dee 
Warwick shouts, but in a some­ 
what thin voice, still sounding 
marvelously all woman. Some 
tunes like "When Love Slips 
Away,” are nonshouted ballads. 
"Thank God” 
by Townsend 
sounds something like "I Be­ 
lieve” but comes across as hoi* 
est. 
On this album, accompani­ 
ment is used to feature the sin^i 
e r’s voice. 
Elvis Presley has a new al­ 
bum out and it’s quality coun­ 
try, "From Elvis in Memphis,” 
on RCA. Who would have thought 
14 years ago that Presley would 
still be around, or that we’d 
be raving about his singing? 
The best songs on the album 
—which is all very listenable 


— are the ones most country. 
"I’ll Hold You in My Arms” is 
so remarkable we listened to it 
several times. 
There’s real 
depth to Presley’s voice, and 
feeling. 
In "It Keeps Right on a-Hurt* 
in’ ” his voice has a light, 
smooth top with a throb under* 
neath, the best of oldtime-new.
